Dudley, of El Paso, in the event the 
latter is chosen Mayor of his home 
city at the forthcoming city election 
and which wou’d neeessitat ■ his re­ 
tirement from the Senate. 
Morris is 
to have no walkaway. 
Just before 
I* acing for El Ps-o Wednesday after­ 
noon via San Antonio, Representa­ 
tive John E. Quaid. veteran lawmaker 
and chairman of the House Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations, said he is 
a candidate t > succeed his fellow- 
toWBsman in the event of Dudley’s 
uccess. 
And Representative Walter 
C. Jones of Del Rio added that he 
(Jones) may be a candidate for Dud­ 
ley’s place. 
Quaid was so enthusiastic about 
going home to help Dudley that he 
didn’t remain to see the first open 
bru-<h over his proposed constitution­ 
al convention. 
Morris is a former 
lawmaker anti formed attorney of 
Medina County and well known over 
the district. 
He was the author of 
the “ Bootleggers” bill in the 37th 
Legislature and was commended by 
Governor Neff for his effort- to help 
tho executive stamp out rum running 
and tequila drinking. 
Morris says he 
will raise the Ku Klux Klan issue 
in 
expected candidacy and that 
he will be just as anti as speech and 
actions can make him be. 
Jones and Quaid are warm friends 
and sit next to each other in the 
House. 
It is not believed they would 
oppose each other for the Senate and 
that the double barreled candidacies 
talked of would melt into one with 
Quaid holding the right of way so 
far as Jones is concerned. 
Of course, 
there are a number of “ifs” in the 
way. 
Dudley must be nominated 
and then elected before he is in­ 
eligible to longer retain his seat in 
the Senate. 
The Legislature r.-.ay have adjourn­ 
ed by that time. 
In that event, it 
would take a whole lot to caus** the 
Governor to order a special session 
of the lawmakers. 
Political jobs of 
the size of a senatorship don't go 
begging. 
Morris is law partner of 
John T. Briscoe who ran against Con­ 
gressman John N. Garner last year. 
This senatorial district stretches from 
the Bexar County line to the Sunset, 
includes within its tremendous length 
the crystal waters of Medina Lake 
and the end of the international 
bridge at El Paso.

Progress along these lines by the
